We were invited by the director of the Washington Institute 
for Quality Education, whose office is located at 300 M St 
SW, to attend a function on the evening of December 9. 
After cruising the two-block stretch on M St SW between 
hth St and Delaware Avenue and finding only NO PARKING 
ANYTIME signs, we deduced that off-street parking was the 
solution intended and ee ed by the D.C. Police. Sub- 
sequent survey of the off-street parking area in the vicin- 
ity of the 300 M St SW cudiding located a particular strip 
which was not numbered for tenant vehicles. Since a sign 
clearly indicated "Reserved Parking," we assumed that 
guests of tenants were supposed to utilize that space. 


With another car parked in the same circumstance, but not 
ticketed, it seems that a clear case of mistake, or dis- 
crimination against a foreign-manufactured vehicle, is 
demonstrated by issuance of the enclosed Violation Notice. 
The ticket is therefore returned in expectation of clear- 
ance of your records. 


A copy of this letter is being forwarded to the management 

f 300 M St SW, so that better understanding might be estab- 
lished between that management and its tenants. The latter 
are aS outraged as we to find that their guests risk being 
penalized in such arbitrary manner as is being repudiated 
herewith.

RES Clark's Resignation: The Struggle Will Continue 


The Union leadership has not been saddened by the news today that 
Kenneth Clark has resigned as a consultant to the Board of Education. 
Following his (Clark's) vicious attack on the new superintendent in late 
October, we then called for a termination of his services. Since the 
Union was absolutely ignored in drafting the Clarx Design, it seems fitting 
that Clark has "honored" our request that he resign. (As you also know, 
Board member Charles I. Cassell has also been fighting to terminate Clark's 
services.) 


However, as elated as we might be over Clark's sudden "volunteer 
departure," none of us in the D.C. Teacher Union Movement should be 
deceived by this resignation. 


: First, Clark has made it clear he intends to remain in the city 

Broviaing assistance to those forces who support his reading design. We 
interpret this to mean that Clark will continve his war against the Union 
and Scott. It means he will still be working vigorously to impose his 
questionable concepts of learning on teachers, students and the community. 


Secondly, Anita Allen was quoted in this morning's Post (12/10/70) 
replying to Clark, "You have held your own against those well-organized 
forces, which for various self-serving reasons have decided that the 
school system will not be allowed to function for the benefit of children." 


Later, Mrs. Allen said that two of those forces to which she referred 
were Charles I. Cassell and the Washington Teachers' Union. Once again, 
Allen has grossly distorted the truth. But then again distorting the truth 
has always been the tactic of authoritarian individuals. Allen's remarks 
make it clear that as long as she is on the Board, she intends to wage a 
strong anti-Union, anti-teacher campaign. 


Finally, the alliance of Clark and Allen discloses that teachers must 
continue to resist any effort to impose unworkable, indefensible, and 
unsound educational concepts in D.C. classrooms. Clark's resignation, in 
short, should not allow a lull to set in among the rank and file. We must 
be more determined and more aggressive than ever in our efforts to develop 
viable alternatives to the late Clark Design so that a desirable reality 
of academic excellence can be achieved. The struggle for better schools

Political Science Association's Los Angeles meeting. I think that it was 
particularly important that we were able to get our leadership corps

lunch. Anna and I certainly enjoyed talking with you. 


We also hope, as I expressed to you in Los Angeles, that we can find a 
way for your talk to have a greater impact upon the profession as a whole. 
Perhaps you did not intend it this way, but I heard three Significant 
things that others should know about: ' 
1. information about the direct~action approach to social change; 
and how you have in fact produced change through the courts. 
0) ec. the use of research (particularly of a quantitative variety, 
which strikes a warm chord in my heart) to pin dow what is 
going on so as to force even the most recalcitrant to recognize 
the need for change. 
3. your imaginative teaching program that involves students directly 
in finding solutions th social problems both through specific 
research (in teams) and confrontation with active individuals. 


We taped your talk and, although these things never work out quite as 
planned because of noise in the room and so forth, Dickinson McGaw was 
able to make a transcript, which I hope you have received by now. [I 
talked with Professor James D. Barber, who is editor of the APSA's 
journal P.S. about the possibility of publication. Naturally Dave could 
not commit himself in advance, since there is an editorial board. He 
nonébheless expressed great interest in the transcript we sent him and 
the hope that he could circulate a finished manuscript to the editorial 
board. This I take it is a very positive sign. 


Would you be willing to revise the manuscript for publication fo some 
14,000 political scientists? I personally think it would be a great 
service for the profession and hope that you will be able to do it even 
though there can be no firm commitment now.

SUBJ: Non~voting delegate law 


The present law authorizing the election of a non-voting 
delegate in the District of Columbia is designed in such a way 
as to disenfranchise a majority of the citizens of the District 
of Columbia. The requirements in the law for becoming a candi-~ 
date for the position are restrictive and discriminatory and 
militate against independents and third party candidates. The 
requirement in the law for 2,000 signatures to run in the regular 
party primaries is excessive and unreasonable. The requirement 
for 5,000 signatures to run in the general elections is also 
excessive and prohibits prospective candidates from exercising 
their constitutional rights to run unencumbered. Compared with 
other states, the payment of the $100 filing fee and the exces- 
sive number of signatures is unusual. 


The citizens of the District of Columbia should, therefore, 
form a third party that is nonpolitical in nature, and it should 
be called The Free District of Columbia Party. The objective 
of the party is not just to hold political office but to acquire 
home rule for the citizens of this city.

Attached is a list of some 300 plaintiffs acquired from the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development which we may want 
to add. 


I believe that the second complaint is much weaker than the 
original and that unless it is not legally proper, we retain the 
first complaint starting with paragraph 81 under first cause of 
action with updated statistical analysis and with the deletion of 
the class that we call Spanish Americans. I also think that the 
charts should be retained and updated. In terms of damages and 
relief, the sections starting under the title "Damages and Relief", 
paragraph 114 through paragraph 117 should be retained. Also, 
under the section entitled "Damages and Relief", we should write 
in a proposal for a quota system affecting black employees with a 
worked out time schedule. I think that the second complaint deals 
with the main issue in this suit in passing and I would hope that 
we could rewrite it so that the main issue is put forward. The 
question of testing is a very nebulous question. TI do not mind 
dealing with it as long as the burden of proof is not placed upon 
us.

Dear Mr. Hobson: 


I thoughly enjoyed your appearance on Phil Donohue's program today! Had it 
been possible I would gladly have paid the long distance fee for a chance to 
tell you how thoroughly I agreed with you in all of your observations and 
criticisms about today's educational methods. I am fairly knowledgeable in 
this field having served twelve years as secretary to a superintendent of a 
nearby school district and the board of education. You are so right dout 
saying "superintendent*s parading as educators". I worked for one with a 
real "thing" about being called "doctor" but it turns out he has a Doctors 
degree (Letters) which was bestowed on him, not earned at all, and that he 
came from a two elementary school district down near Chicago, can you imagine 
that? 


I have been corresponding with Mr. Mondale in the Educational Committee there 
in Washington - from Minnesota, I believe - on many phases of education which 
need correction to provide equal educational opportunities for ALL our kids in 
this great country of ours, and have been really interested in his numerous 
responses. I have discussed with him the falsely presented local and county 
school budgets, in which the whole budget is accepted, instead of being voted 
on in each segment of the budget, in other words the monies may be used about 
any way the board or superintendent wishes to, rather than the ways in which 
the budget shows they are to be spent. I have a letter now ready to write in 
which I am going to suggest a country-wide Board of Education, with only state 
superintendents, with school districts being set up within each city, rather 
than by the county board of education as now, for this tends to encourage the 
present segregated schools we now have. For instance in the district in which 


I just finished working (until I gave out with nervous exhaustion from overwork - 


they divided my work among three others in addition to the new secretary who 
replaced me) students attended our schools from three different city mailing 
areas. We had one from Dearborn Heights, one from Westland, and all the rest 
of the district was from Inkster, so you can easily realize that people coming 
into the area buying property could be easily misled as to which schools the 
children would be attending until it was too late and the papers were all 
signed. Children living directly across the street from the schools, for in- 
stance had to go south of Michigan Avenue to the Inkster district schools, 

as the district borders went down the middle of the street. This caused no 
end of discontent among the parents and students of the Cherry Hill District 
and the Inkster School District, and small wonder! One of our elementary 
schools was in the City of Dearborn Heights in which resided the higher salar- 
ied parents of the district, for the most part. Then one elementary school 
was in Westland. This district should be divided among these three cities and 
dispensed with, reducing the administrative costs to a tremendous degree, and 
so should all other districts. Inkster itself has five districts within the 
City of Inkster, and this could be eliminated, also. As you said so aptly in 
your discussion today, there is money enough being paid by taxpayers for the 
education of our children, but it is not being managed efficiently for those 
purposes, and businessmen should manage the BUSINESS of the schools, and hire 
men trained in curriculum who know how to adapt the subjects to the needs of 
the children, in the light of their background and life experiences, so that

education becomes relevant. This term relevant is thrown about rather freely 
these days, but little of it exists in the educational program as I have 
observed it. 


What you say of the inequality of monies expended for different school districts 
is true, although I have not seen it unequally expended in my particular district. 
All schools and all children within that district received the same curriculum 
and the same amount per child, but you have experienced a very different situa- 
tion. 


Your statements regarding teachers who are inadequately prepared by reason of 
hours earned toward degrees is true in many areas, the Inner City of Detroit, 
and some other places, I am sure, but the State Law has ruled that by 1973 there 
will no longer exist the Special Certificate issued to teachers not having com- 
pleted their degrees and educational hours required, so things are coming up a 
little. I know this for I certified all teaching and administrative personnel 
in our district for the past eleven years (before I took sick in June 1969). 


There, too, are teachers, and then there are teachers. Some male teachers are 
now teaching who are neither interested in kids nor teaching, to avoid the draft, 
and while I for one am dead set against all this war business and don't blame 

any young man for wishing to live to enjoy manhood after high school or college, 

I do know that many unfit for such a vocation are now sitting behind the teacher's 
desk in the classroom, and this ‘fegrettable. In this situation it is the kids 
who suffer. Some women teachers have no actual interest in children, in fact I 
have known those well who do not really like children at all, who sit as teachers. 
We need good teachers who love children, understand that discipline is not as you 
said today corporal punishment but example and understanding of the problems of 
children, and a willingness to expend energy and time preparing lessons in a 

way which causes a child to become excited about learning, keeping in mind that 
all children do not have available books for reference in the home and must be 
dependent on taking their turn in the public or school library - this was my own 
situation, as my parents were laborers and very poor. This is why I did not 
become a teacher, so satisfied myself with being an administrative secretary in 
the school system in which my daughter taught for ten years, having had greater 
advantages than we were afforded back in the years of the depression of 1930. 
Those days we got out of high school and hurried to snatch whatever job was avail- 
able and then were expected to pay board to help support the younger children in 
the family and supplement our parent's meager earnings to keep brealon the table. 
But that is all past now and we must try to make things better for the present 
day children by seeing legislation enacted which will put all educational funds 

in Washington to be equally divided for all areas and all children. I also think 
that equal pay for equal preparation and experience, with perhaps as you suggested 
an additional amount granted where outstanding results are shown in the classroom, 
although I did not understand you to say this exactly today (you felt teachers 
should be paid according to the progress they helped their children to attain), 
would keep teachers on their toes. This would also prohibit so much job hopping 
from one district to another, and reduce the cost of labor turnover, just as in 
industry much money is wasted when employees do not remain long in any one job.

It is all too true that in many cases superintendents are involved in the local 
political situation of the district, and they together with the boards of educa- 
tion are using the Citizens' Committees to promote the already predetermined 
courses set up by administration, while the poor parents who have already worked 
all day hurry through their Suppers at night to attend meetings trying to help 
work out better means of educating their children. These citizens are not in 


most cases equipped to determine curriculum for children, most of whom are not 


college graduates. Also in nearly every case they must get the figures for the 
proposed programs right from administration (who prepares them ahead of time) 

and so in the end the programs which have already been planned and prepared by 
administration and the board of education are put before the people by the 
Citizens Committee who has actually served as a cat's paw and used to influence 
the rest of the citizenry. All this overtime on their part, and the double 

typing of these preplanned programs aould be avoided if some of our superintendents 
would just stop parading as educators, and if they could take the place of teacher 
in the classroom get busy and do something constructive, instead of playing the 
role of manager above the few administrators who actually perform all the work 
while superintendents play "the great white father" behind closed doors talking 
sports, politics, and apple polishing. These high salaries could be well used 

to pay several efficient lower paid employees, non-teachers, who could do, and 
have long been doing duties such as teacher certification for years without any 
help whatsoever from administrators, whose job it is supposed to be. 


Until schools are administered more efficiently, and the money which is now 
collected is being used for educationdnd not for high priced administrators who 
actually are not doing the work which they are supposedly hired to perform, my 
husband and I will continue to vote NO on anything connected with schools which 
will raise our taxes. We are FOR EDUCATION FOR ALL CHILDREN NO MATTER WHAT COLOR 
OR NATIONALITY. We want equality for all. 


When I am well again I hope to work again for a former superintendent who is the 
best balanced educational administrator I have ever served in a school or rather 
four new schools planned to serve non-college bound children, teaching every- 
thing from child care to computers, the first school to open next September in 
Oakland County serving twelve district, kids being bussed to these schools for 
one half day each day, two completely different student bodies daily being 
served. There will be three more added after this pfiod which will prepare 
these children for the outside world after high school graduation. It is a 
most exciting development in the field of education and I only hope and, pray 
these tired nerves of mine will be sufficiently healed by April to partf€ipate 

in the program so long needed in this country. 


Keep hammering away at the inequality of school monies - this is sadly needed, 
and if legislate can be passed and put to a vote I believe the public will 
Support such a measure wholeheartedly. This will bring a sharp decline in the 
present student riots and general discontent among the people of this country, 
and perhaps by our example, throughout the world. Since America seems to feel 
she has to be big brother to the whole world, why not lead in something good for 
a change?

The freedom of Information Center publishes several types of 
things. The most voluminous of these is their "reports". This is 
a periodical which appears several times a month. The cost from 
the Center is twenty-five cents each, with reductions for bulk buy- 
ing. Indexs are available for these up to number 200 which appeared 
last fall sometime. Each issue is generally devoted to only one 
topic. There is also an annotated bibliography, which is actually 
report number 242. 


The Center has published 30 to 40 summary papers, which are 
a little more extensive than the actual reports. They sometimes 
collate materials appearing in several different reports. They 
cost fifty cents each from the center. A list of these papers is 
available for fifty cents.

It has been difficult for me to approach this 
task of offering you specific suggestions. I would 
have preferred to be more familiar with your 
present procedures and personal plans for the future 
before doing so. Please accept the following 
observations in that light, and my ideas as provocative 
rather than operational. 


You should consider taking timecto express in 
writing the areas in which you want to make impacts 
in the next year/3 years/5 years. Your broad 
personal ambitions should be very much part of 
this planning.”Make a tentative allocation of 
objectives in each of the impact areas according 
to the priorities of the needs and your interest 
in satisfying them. termine an organizational 
framework or frameworks into which your program 
planning will fit and be manageable. For example, 
the Washington Institute for Quality Education 
could become one segment, not necessarily formally 
connected, of an overall umbrella organization. 


We all have to have our own "thing" - which 
used to be called rationale. You should know 
aLeevery MOverwWhate iS vOUrLOrdanization ss Unaind 3 
why it is particularly worthy of support; what 
it does best; what it is not interested in doing; 
what it will not do. Being ready to ably articulate 
this information is not to be construed as setting 
inflexible policy. On the contrary, it is to know 
why you change when you change and to be ever 
alert to the necessity for change. 
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One of your special "things" it seems to me 
is your stated willingness to work with the White 
community. That is your bag, so to speak. Put 
your patent on it when you are looking for support. 
Of course you will have to come up with more ways 
that you are deservingly different before you 
can make a good case for big MmOneyebUte thateatirst 
One is a hell of a good start. 


Another "thing" you might adapt and adopt as 
your own is the unique potential usefulness of 
CHemDASthicuysm plac k demography in the testing 
Of social or commercial marketing programs over 
the widest possible spectrum of Black interests; 
I believe that can be done easier and better in 
D.C. than anywhere else. How about something like 
BLACK OPINION INC. as a home-owned commercial 
research organization - one of the Hobson group? 


Black Washington should lead the nation and 
should be a major force in influencing Black 
interests throughout the United Statesaifenot 
internationally. There is no such organization 
Of Black thought coupled with mutual Black/White 
interests that is taken Seriously at present

Think about what you might call the D.C. COUNCIL 
FOR COMMUNITY ACTION INC., a non-profit organization 
which mighfenvelop your smaller special interest 
divisions (WIQE, etc.). Among other objectives 
it might seek to establish a talent bank of White/ 
Black teams which would be available to other 
community groups as advisors and unifying agents - 
in effect a local AID program. 


To motivate participation by diverse groups and 
individuals you might offer them, among other 
benefits through the parent Organization) a means 
of regular efficient communication with their 
constituents and the public. Communications is 
a legitimate problem areasin D.C. and an area 
of much interest to the big money people. Therefore 
a communications unit might logically be another 
division of the parent organization. 


The communications unit would explore community 
information needs and requirements and would devise 
experimental media to satisfy them. Certainly a 
newsletter would be one immediate objective. 
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Space in it would be provided for community leaders 
and individuals participating in the work of the 
Parent Council to express their points of views, 
Whatever they might be. This unit might be a 
promising area for the assignment of college 
interns - a live laboratory for doctoral theses 

for eventual publication by the Council.

Why, when they both agree, do 
comments on issues have to come from a Black 
spokesman on one side of town and a White spokesman 
On another? Why not a combined statement with 
double emphasis? Why not an organization that 
will undertake the task? 


SO; give some thought to working out a platform 
Or statement of purpose for your broader ambitions. 
It should form the basis for presentations for 
fund money, campaigns, etc. 


You should be thinking about insuring your 
private income. Ideally, it seems to me, that 
should also involve Mrs. Hobson eventually. Have 
you considered a distributorship or agency that 
would leave you relatively free and flexible? 

A duplicating and mailing service would also be 

a good base. No doubt you have thought of other 
things, too. It might be that BLACK OPINION INC. 

might contribute although it might be more significant 
and credible in the non-profit operation. Of course 
you can always draw money legitimately from the 
various organizations that may be formed but it 

would be a big plus if you didn't need to. Local 
publishing might also be a means.

My experience regarding how foundations feel about the 
publication is limited to only two, namely the Stern Fund in 
New York and the other, Abelard Foundation. I received a very 
glowing letter from David Hunter of the Stern Fund in which he 
congratulated me on the booklet and observed that it was very 
simple, clear and contained potent data. He stated further that 
he was glad the Stern Fund was able to give me a hand in turning 
out such a good product. 


Mrs. Marjorie Fine of the Abelard Foundation praised the 
booklet in glowing terms in a telephone conversation of last 
week.

It may 
show more but I do not claim in the booklet to exhaust the 
analysis. The data in this publication have been reviewed by 
many statisticians and editors and the comments have been favorable. 


These are the data and the methods which I used to convince 
the United States Congress and the United States District, and 
Appeals Courts of the District of Columbia that my points were 
and are valid. They have been tried and proven. The booklet 
does not purport to be a study on the high theoretical plain of 
Harvard University, but it does claim to be a practical simple 
outline that can be used by the very people that it is written 
for.

Gm Guas @5, wWroP, che Post~Newsweek TV Station, editorialized 


that no controversial person or Black militant like RhOdy McCoy of 


New York City or Julius Hobson of Washington, D. ¢. should be con- 


sidered for the position of Superintendent of the D. C. public schools. 


This is carrying on the White conmunity’s tradition of choosing Black 


leadership according to White, middle-class standards. 


XI submit that it is time that Black militancy become a prerequi- 
site for public responsibility and that we stop rewarding Black men 
and women who are neither animal, vegetable, nor mineral in terms of 
their actions and attitudes on social problems. Militants can do no 
worse than the conservatives who are presently running the public 
schools. 

I suggest that we need someone who is not only militant but 


who is determined to see to it that for the first time the poor and 


Black children in the BD. C. public schools get a fair chance at an 


education. 
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As an answer to WrOP's attitude toward Black militants, I 
would like to quote Frederick Douglass, 4 great Black militant of 
the past: "VYhose who profess to favor freedom, yet deprecate agi-

SUBJECT: ‘The Recommendation That I Be Considered As a Possible Candidate 
for the Position of Superintendent of the D. C. Public Schools 

In response to your letter of June 15, 1970, I wish to inform the 
Committee that only under the following set of conditions would I accept 
the superintendenty of the D. C. public schools. 

My interest in the job is directly dependent upon my right as Super- 
intendent to remove from active positions certain members of the D. C. 
ghool administration. Since it is impossible to fire school administrators 
Sin the District of Columbia because of tenure granted by Congress, I would 
propose that such tired veteran bureaucrats be immediately removed from 
policy-making positions affecting children in this community and be assigned 
to a special office to spend their remaining time until retirement doodling, 
if necessary. 

A few examples of these unproductive bureaucrats include Mr. Granville 
Woodson, Assistant Superintendent, Buildings and Grounds, Mr. Woodson has 
spent many years attempting to govern and control the public schools through 
construction. He is the architect of one of the most backward school con- 
struction programs in public education. Another example is Mr. John D.

1967 during the litigation of the Hobson v. Hansen school case, Mr. 
Koontz testified under oath that he directed others to, or that he did 
himself, draw school boundaries in order to allow White children to escape 
having to go to schools with Black children. 

Mrs. Dorothy Johnson, Assistant Superintendent of Elementary Schools, 
is another example. She has arbitrarily circumvented every effort to im- 
prove these schools and stands as a stumbling block particularly to Black 
children in their efforts to acquire what is their constitutional right, 
a decent primary education. Mrs. Marguerite C. Selden, Assistant Super- 


intendent of Public Schools for Continuing Education and Urban Service 


~~ Corps, has used her office to promote her personal opportunity to associ- 
3 ) te with socially prominent wives of unelected officials to collect old 
| clothes (good enough for Black children!) and to perpetuate the myth that 
ghetto youths can be taught to read by suburban housewives who need only 
devote an hour a day to this worthy cause. Her cooperation with the White 
House resulting in many press photographs of the President's daughter 
tutoring Black children is especially reprehensible, particularly in light 
of Tricia Nixon’s letter to Governor Maddox congratulating him for beating 
Black people over the head with axe handles. 
As Superintendent I would try to remove from the school administration 
the retired Pentagon types (professional soldiers). There are too many 


eworking in public education in the 
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nguuineigniiitetens. They are probably accepting salaries in violation 


of the dual compensation act. I would also completely divorce the edu- 


cational process in the District of Columbia public schools from the police. 

As Superintendent, I would demand the right to implement an immediate 
cost analysis study of D. C. public school finances. 

In this connection, the Congress of the United States, without required 
accounting, has been more than generous to the D. C. public schools in terms 
of appropriations. Over the last five-year period, the school administra- 
tion has received from the Congress of the United States 93.5% of all funds 


requested for the operating budget. Congress has increased the money appro~ 


_ riated for the operating budget by 62.5% since the school year 1965-66, a 


larger budgetary increase over a five-year period than any other city school 
system in the country has received. Recent studies indicate that the child- 
ren have not benefited. Where has the money been spent --- to hire more 
deputy and duplicate superintendents. 

As Superintendent, I would require that the Board of Education acquire 
legal information setting forth its statutory policy-making functions, and 
that the Board confine itself to these functions; while the day to day ad- 
ministration of the public schools remain entirely in the hands of the super- 


intendent and his staff. 
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In addition to streamlining the administrative structure, as Super- 
intendent I would hold the principals and teachers directly responsible 

for the children's learning. Education is the only industry in the history 
of this country which holds the consumers (the children) responsible for 
the quality of the product. I would raise standards for teaching perfor- 
mance and require closer supervision during the probationary period to 
eliminate teachers unqualified or unable to cope with today's youth. I 
would see that young teachers, Black and White, who enter public schools 
with energy and concern and love for children are not driven out by the 


tired, old men and women who are primarily concerned with peace in the 


classroom until they retire. 
Z As superintendent I would demand the right to cut out the bonanzas 
= now available to the urbanologists, sociologists, psychologists, and self- 
styled experts on Black children. Although I recognize the importance of 
educational experiments, they cannot be justified when perpetuated as 
special privilege at the expense of the majority of children. First we 
should build vocational components and work study programs into every 
high and junior high school --- we have long recognized this need but 
continue to spend huge funds on projects with minimal value. 

I have engaged in systematic and continuing research in the area of 


public education in the District of Columbia during the last decade. As 


Superintendent, I would require that the administration develop and make 


) _ wailable to the public an annual report on the progress of ail schools. 
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ae ch data will allow citizens to analyze, evaluate, agitate, and push in 
an informed manner rather than in anger and frustration because of incon- 
sistent or inadequate facts. 

I would also require the publication periodically of consolidated 
information on the availability of specialized benefits. There are many 
programs such as Tuition Grant Programs, Insurance Programs, and others 
which parents do not take advantage of because the school administration 
and Board have not made an effort to inform the public about them. All 
activities and information concerning the public schools are public infor- 
mation and should be made available to the public. 

If I were Superintendent, it would have to be understood that the 
2 aucation of the children would always come first in my priorities. And 
I would expect the same priority from the 18,000 employees of the system. 

As far as I am concerned, and as far as anyone with 4 streak of human 
kindness is concerned, all children should be considered educable. If Tf 
were Superintendent of the public schools, the teachers of the public 
schools would work toward a zero reject system. Public education was not 
established for the comfort and convenience of adults. 

In terms of the relationship with Congress, as the Superintendent of 
the public schools, I believe it would be necessary to deal firmly and pre- 
cisely with the racist Congressmen in both the Senate and the House in

in terms of my qualifications for the job, I have concerned myself 
with public education for the Labt tadatar During that time I served as 
a member of the School Board and the first elected local public official 
in the District of Columbia in this century. Some of the events leading 
to the election include: 

In 1957, 1958, and 1959, I was vice president of the District of 
Colulbbia Federation of Civic Associations and Chairman of its Committee 
on Employment and Education. 

In 1958 and 1959, i was a member of the Executive Committee of the 
NAACP D. C. Branch, and Chairman of its Committee on Education and Employ- 


ment. While chairman of that Committee, I was a member of the research 


' ) eam which published a book entitled “Democracy and the D. C. Public 
Schools", authored by Dr. Ellis 0. Knox. In fact, I wrote the chapter 
in that book which deals with the school administration. 

In 1966 I co-authored with Dr. John Sessions a paper antitled “The 
CORE~ADA Paper on the D. C. Public Schools". That paper was a study of 
economic and racial discrimination via the vehicles of the distribution 
of money and the track system in the D. C. public schools. 

In 1964, I was a member of the Superintendent's Advisory Committee 
on the Budget. I submitted the findings of the CORE-ADA paper to the 
Superintendent and his staff. Upon finding that the Superintendent ig- 


nored the paper, I resigned from the Cémmittee and proposed a school boy-

In the late summer I petitioned the U. S. House of Representatives’ 


Education and Labor Committee to hold hearings on D. C. Public Schools. 
Committee Print (Task Force Study of the Public School System in D. C., 
June 1966) condemned racial discrimination in D. C. schools. 

In $565’ on July 19, I and three other members of ACT seized the 
Board of Education and charged it with the systematic destruction of 
Black children, whereupon I was arrested, tried, and convicted, and fined 
$50.00. The case aroused community interest in public school problems. 


In 1966 I used the CORE-ADA research as the basis of evidence that 


was filed in the United States District Court before Judge J. Skelley 


oO. ight which declared the track system used at that time in the D. C. 
public schools unconstitutional. The decision also declared that the 
mal-distribution of resources such as books, money, and teachers was un- 
constitutional, and thst the school administration and Board of Education 
should cease to allow inequities in expenditures per pupil, in the assign- 
ment of temporary and permanent teachers, in the distribution of books 

andl supplies, and in the utilization of special projects. If I was Super- 
intendent of the D. C. public schools, I would see that the school admini- 


stration implemented this decree to the letter.

In 1966 I also filed in the United States District Court a motion 


charging the Judges of the United States District Court with engaging in 
the unconstitutional act of appointing the Board of Education. I lost 
with a split decision in the United States Court of Appeals, whereupon I 
appealed the decision to the United States Supreme Court. In order to 
avoid a finding on my behalf, the United States Congress enacted a law 
resulting in the powerless Board we now have. 


Incidentally, I am a professor at the American University.

Dear Mr. Holmes: 


Thank you for your invitation to attend a conference in your office on 
June 16 to discuss the development of still another training project for Washington 
residents. I must say, however, that I look with a jaundice eye upon still another 
training project for Blacks. 


During the most intense years of the Poverty Program when training pro- 
jects were all over the place, the unemployment rate among Black youths between 
the ages of 16 and 25 climbed to over 26%. 


Blacks are the only people in this country that have been forced to remain 
sin perpetual apprenticeship and training. Since the beginning of the Reconstruction 
oe °". all of the minority groups who come to the United States get good jobs and are 

-in the mainstream of economic life in 5 of 6 years, but Blacks seem to be perpetually 
_. - preparing to enter the economic promise land. 


The problem of employment in the District of Columbia and in the United 
States in general is discrimination and racism practiced in the utilization of Black 
manpower resources. If the United States government and the D. C. government, 
both of which take taxes from Black people and create jobs, which are then denied 
them because they are Black people, would put an end to these practices, the unem- 
ployment rate among Blacks would drop. They would have jobs like all other citizens 
whose only apparent qualifications are that they have the ability to stand up and 
breath. The time of your office would be better spent fighting against job discrimin- 
ation practiced right inside "Mayor" Washington's Administration.

SUBJECT: Teacher Assignment in the District of Columbia Elementary 
Schools in the School Year 1965 and the School Year 1969 


In my continuing effort to show that the District of Columbia school officials 
have not implemented the Wright Decree, I have analyzed data on teacher member- 
ship inthe D. ©. public schools as of June 5, 1969, from Dr. Johnson's office. 


In 1966 we went to court using 1965 data, We argued that temporary teachers 
were distributed in the District of Columbia public schools on the basie of the income 
level of the neighborhood and on the basis of the racial composition of the neighborhood. 


In 1965 the District of Columbia school administration described temporary 
teachers as those teachers who were teaching on temporary jobs, teaching in place 
of permanent teachers on leave, and as those teachers who had not and could not pass 
the examination to become permanent. It was estimated, based on 1965 data, that 
over half of the teachers in D. C. public schools were temporary. 


“4 Chart 1 shows the distribution of these teachers by economic level of the 


— 


neighborhood. The chart shows that in 1965 as the income level of the neighborhood 
went up the percent of temporary teachers at schools in the neighborhood went down. 
In the neighborhoods in the $8, 000 to $8, 999 income range only 25% of the teachers 
were temporary. The $11, 000 to $11,999 neighborhood showed only 19% of its 
teachers as temporary. 


In the poorer and Blacker neighborhoods where the income was $3, 999 and 
under as high as 46% of the teachers were temporary. The $4, 000 income neighbor- 
hood was worse off with a peak of 47%. This proved in the United States District 
Court that the school administration practiced economic and racial discrimination 
in its assignment of teachers. 


I asked the District of Columbia public schools for information on temporary 
teachers for the year 1969 but was told that they had changed the definition of tempo- 
rary teachers. This proved to be their method of hiding the actual distribution of 
temporary teachers by income level. However, a report made available by the school 
administration gives data on percent distribution of permanent teachers in the District 
of Columbia elementary schools for 1969. 


Chart 2 entitled Percent Permanent Teachers by Neighborhood Income Group, 
1969. shows that over half of the teachers in the income groups from $10, 000 to 
$12, 000 and over are permanent. In the community where the income level is $8, 000 


to $8.999 as many as 59% of the teachers are permanent. 


©) As in 1965, the poorer neighborhoods with incomes under $7, 000 had fer 


| / fewer permanent teachers (less than half), In Anacostia about 41% of the teachers 
=" in the elementary schools are permanent in comparison with 55% permanent teachers 


in the $12, 000 and over community.

») q If these averages are correct, they show that the poorer neighborhoods hold 

far fewer permanent teachers than do the richer neighborhoods. This indicates that 
the school administration has refused to carry out that part of the court order deal- 
ing teacher assignment. 


The Finance Officer for the D. C. public schools stated that teacher's salaries 
account for from 75% to 80% of the average expenditure per pupil. In other words, if 
teacher's salaries make up that large a proportion of expenditures per pupil, then the 
pattern of permanent teacher distribution would closely reflect the pattern of money 
distribution in 1969. 


This, therefore, shows a continuing practice of discrimination against the poor 
and the Black by the school administration. The administration refused to supply 1969 
expenditure data. It appears that these 1969 data would show more discrimination 
against the poor than did the 1968 data, thus explaining their reluctance to release them.
